in most of Wisconsin's 9,000 miles of 
streams has not been of the best so far 
this season, muny of those who prefer 
that sport havo taken to slinging plugs 
with tho short rods for the coarser spe- 
cies of game Jish. However, 
there 


would be just as many pure dycd-in- 
thc-wool trout fishermen as ever 
if 


they but knew where they could be as- 
sured of even a modicum 
of 
this 


grand sport. 


There are plenty of flnc waters to 


choose from but let's consider them in 
in their true light. So far as 
the 


larger and brush free streams arc con- 
cerned, and that means those adapted 
for fly flshing, not all yield results at 
identical periods. The famous Ever- 
green, whicli courses through the 
Jicavily timbered lands of the Menom- 
inees, will furnish you excellent sport 
from about June 1 on. Likewise the 
Prairies, Pike. Popple, Wausaukec and 
Rat. and many streams farther west 
are better for early fishing. The Pesh- 
tigo, however, long and widely known 
for its famous rainbows, is ablate 
stream. From about August 1 on the 
best results are to be had on this grand 
water. There still are big rainbows 
in the Peshtigo in spite of its prosti- 
tution by the power companies. Some 
fine specimens aro being taken right 


now in proximity to High Falls. To 
get them, though, you must know the 
game well, what fllc» will appeal to 
them, the tlmo of day to seek them 
and also you must possess patience 
and a willingness to work.

After all has been said, however. In. 


favor of our line streams the Wolf has 
them Jill backed off the map. And 
from now on until the close of the sea- 
son. September 1. is the lime to fish it.

BIOS FOR BUILDING 


FILTRATION PLANT 


Accepts Proposal for Machin- 


ery but Seeks New Bids for 
Plant Construction 


.Menahha—The eight bids fo rcrcc- 


tlon of flltcration plant Mibmittcd last 
week \vcro rejected Tuesday by the 
common council at an ruljourncd meet- 
ins. The bid of the Norwood Engm 
ccruiK company of $-l(!,750 for the flit- 
oration equipment, was accepted. The 
clerk was authorized to re-advcrtis-c 
for bids for erecting the building, bids, 
to b" returnable at 7 o'clock on the 
evening of Aug. 24. • 


Two hids of $75 and $100 were re- 


ceived for the city brick building lo- 
cated on the site of the proposed alter- 
ation plant. Both bids were rejected 
and the mayor ordered the street com- 
mittee to have the building torn down 
and offer the material for sale. 


Following a recess of 20 minutes 


during which sewer projects were dis- 
cussed ;n a committee room, the sew- 
er on Paris-st, petitioned for at a for- 
mer meeting, was ordered constructed 
despite objection. Orders were given 
the street committee to have plans 
and specifications pr pared and a reso- 
lution was adopted accepting the re- 
port of the comrniuec ar.d ordering 
advertisements for bids. 


Alderman. Bradzinski claimed 
the 


city was spending money without re- 
sults when it builds branches 
and 


outlets to sewers without first con- 
structing the general sewer plan as 
adopted by the city. He asked that 
the encincer be authorized to draw 
plans for an improved sewer system 
along the lake shore to take in Broad, 
"Water, Chute and Lock-sts. The reso- 
lution was adopted and the engineer 
will be assisted in the work of pre- 
paring plans by the street committee 
and the aldermen of the Second ward. 
The committee, aldermen and engineer 
will meet at the city offices Wednes- 
day evening to discuss the proposed 
plans.

great Mecca* of the cast—Xcw York 
and Washington. 


For the predominance of motorists 


In tho eastern states, and their re 
sultant great 
contributions to the 


state and federal treasuries have op 
encd up immense areas of mountain 
and valley, of rolling plains and mon 
otonous llatlands to the view of the 
tourist. 
Thousands take advantage 


of. this despite the great 
trend of 


other thousands to the national parks 
and monuments of the west. 


Xcw York, despite the great cxo> 


dus of its own population In warm 
weather, is still a summer resort to 
the other tho'usands who come from 
the west. 
And Washington, despite 


its abandonment by officials and poll 
ticians. is crowded with 
sightseers 


also from the west. 


BEAUTIFUL COUNTRY 


The highways from the west 
to 


Xew York pass generally through a 
section of the state itself that can 
well vie in beauty with the great na- 
tional park areas of the west. The 
Finger Lakes region Sn the western 
part of the state is famous for • its 
wonderful waterfalls and mysterious 
caves, in addition to the beautiful 
stretches of water that dot this ter- 
ritory. 
The edges of the great Adirondack 


Mountains are touched on the way 
across the state and the wonderful 
Hudson, one of the most 
beautiful 


rivers in the world, is lined with two 
good roads All the way from Albany 
0 Troy—156 miles to Xew York. 


There are three principal 
routes 


rom the west to Xew York, one of 
which also is a short cut to "Wash- 
ngton. One. the northernmost, cuts 
across Canada on the north side of 
Lake Erie between Detroit and Xia- 
gara Falls, skirts the southern edge 
jf Lake .Huron to Rochester, goes on 
astward until it crosses the upper 
Hudson at Troy, it follows this fa- 
mous river all along the eastern edge 
o Xew York. 
' 
ACROSS ONTARIO 


-From Chicago to Detroit is one sol- 
d stretch of. concrete, past Michigan 
City, Kalamazoo and Jackson. At De- 
roit, a crossing is made to Windsor, 
Ontario, and the drive is then through 
. 
Ontario 
peninsula 
to London, 


Hamilton and Xiagara Falls. 


Another way is to take a southerly 


route, avoiding Detroit and crossing 
directly to M»umee, 
Ohio, a 
little 


south of Toledo, whence a good road 
,akes the tourist through Cleveland to 
Buffalo and then across the northern 
points of the Finger Lakes to Albany. 


Still another course, but more devi- 


ous, is the route past Maumee and 
Cleveland to Westfleld, N. Y., thence 
down past Lake Chautauqua and across 
the southern edse of Xew York. The 
compensation for this longer trip lies 
not only in the beauties ^of the Xew 
York lakes but especialTy" in the re- 
maining trip across the northweste'rn 
corn'er of Pennsylvania and over the 
amous Delaware Water Gap. one of 
he leading beauty spots in America. 
This route goes on farther across 


.he Xew Jersey meadows to Xewark 
and Xew York. The beautiful Hudson 


missed, but the 
glorious scenery 


over Pennsylvania -well repays this. 


The road to Washington might al- 


most be taken through New York, so 
promising is the scenery of -that state. 
:f this is done, the remainder of the 
ourney from Xew York is across the 
lat lands of Xew Jersey to Trenton, 
along the Delaware river to Philadel- 
phia and on down to Baltimore, and 
the 
capital. 


OVER MARYLAND 


There is a more southerly route to 


Washington that takes the traveler 
over the mountainous western length 
o* Maryland, and past the Antietam 
Battlefield. The road goes south from 
Chicago to Indianapolis, then cuts 
straisht across Ohio to Pennsylvania, 
v.-here it crosses sharply Into Mary- 
land. 
. 


Xo more enjoyable trip can be ar- 


ranged than to take this route cast 
and then return west by way of Xew 
York, up the Hudson to Troy and Al- 
bany, and then across Xew York stat» 
to Niagara Falls or Buffalo. Or the re- 
turn trip may go by way of the Dela- 
ware V.'ater Gap thrown Pennsyl- 
vania and the southern Finger Lake 
region, although the famous Hudson 
river will bo missed." 


These- are only the main roads to 


Xew York and Washington. 


There -arc others, almost as fully 


covered by motorists, such for exam- 
ple as the one from Cleveland through 
Butler. Pa., or farther south through 
Pittsbursr. or over the Tuscarora 
Mountains, past the famous Gettys- 
burg battlefields and down to Wash- 
ington. 


Whichever route Is taken, however 


there is no end of enjoyment from tlv 


«at variety of landscape that unfold 


lt?elf in the ea.«t.

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PUNISHING THE DRUNKEN 


DRIVER 


Penalties 
invoked 
by 
Outagamie 


county courts to punish intoxicated driv- 
ers of automobiles apparently are not im- 
pressing" autoists with a penchant 'for 
loading up with hard liquor of the seri- 
ousness of attempting to pilot an automo- 
bile while they are drunk. In the first sev- 
en months of 1927 36 persons were "arrest- 
ed and sentenced for this crime in this 
county, four more than were sentenced 
for the same offense in the entire twelve 
months of last year. 


It has been repeatedly demonstrated 


that preachments on the criminality of 
driving an automobile while under the 
influence of liquor make no impression 
upon individuals possessed of so little 
sense as to use strong drink while entrust- 
ed with the responsibility of driving. The 
only way an impression can be made upon 
their mentality is by frightening them 
with the certainty of severe punishment if_ 
they are apprehended. 


The number of arrests for this offense 


so far this year is quite conclusive evi- 
dence, it seems to us, that a penalty of 
§50 fine and prohibition to drive for six 
months is not a sufficiently severe pun- 
ishment to act as a deterrent. The p£os- 
pect of parting with §50 and of being 
obliged to remain from behind the wheel 
of a car for six months apparently isn't 
considered a high price to pay by our 
drinking -autoists. The stake isn't high 
enough to frighten them. 


Perhaps a uniform jail sentence for 


drunken drivers also might fail to de- 
crease the number of offenders -but at 
least it would make the sentence more po- 
tent to the offender who received the sen- 
tence and it would remove a menace from 
the highways for the time the driver is 
locked up in a cell. A jail sentence of from 
thirty to sixty days is hone too severe 
for drunken drivers. The crime is deserv- 
ing of that much punishment at the very 
least and there is the possibility that oth- 
ers, confronted with the sure prospect of 
being deprived of their liberty for a 
month or more, will be more circumspect 
in their drinking when they have the re- 
sponsibility of driving a car upon the 
highways. 


This newspaper has said repeatedly that 


it .considers the 
drunken driver the 


most serious menace in an alreadv com- 
^ 
** 


plicated traffic situation. A large number 
of accidents directly attributable to intox- 
icated drivers have occurred in this coun- 
ty this year and it is only by good luck 
that any drunken driver escapes a smash- 
up. The penalty for drunken driving 
should be at least as severe as the punish- 
ment for manslaughter, for every drunken 
driver is a potential killer. If no one dies 
because of his criminal action it is no 
fault of his. And it is a criminal action to 
drive a machine of such death-dealing po- 
tentialities as an automobile when the 
mind is so befuddled that it cannot con- 
trol it. 


It seems almost axiomatic that the pub- 


lic, and not the criminal, is to receive maj- 
or consideration in the punishment of 
crime, and it docs not <ccm that the light 
penalties invoked in this county for 
drunken driving are at all commensurate 
with the enormity of the offense. It would 
at least be an interesting experiment to 
send drunken drivers to jail. That kind of 
a sentence is not an injustice to the of- 
fender and it 5 
s; giving more »>i a s 


deal to the public. 


practical nation, we must put everything 
to work, and the only tiling thus far found 
to do with beauties to make them earn 
their right to a place under the sun is to 
put them in beauty contests.

COMBATTING ARSON 


The National Board of Underwriters 


reports progress in its campaign against 
incendiarism and announces that prac- 
tically all of the provisions of the model 
arson law. which has the active endorse- 
ment of fire insurance officials, are now 
embraced in the laws of eleven states. 
Throughout the nation the drive to 
strengthen the laws defining arson and 
malicious burning is making headway, 
and the attempt to eliminate the incen- 
diary is receiving the whole-hearted sup- 
port of the public. 


This is progress and should be 
the 


cause for congratulation of those 
who 


have long striven for tlie model arson law. 
How mtich of the total fire loss is really 
due to incendiarism can probably never 
be accurately determined, but it is gen- 
erally agreed that a considerable pa'rt of 
the $500.000.000 fire loss in the -United 
States is not accidental. Some estimators 
say that up to 40 per cent are set fires and 
it is against this condition that those sup- 
porting the model arson law are working. 


It is because the words incendiarism 


and arson are not synonymous that a con- 
certed effort has been made in the last 
year or so to strengthen the laws in the 
various states defining arson and ma- 
licious burning. The model arson law de- 
fines arson as the burning of certain 
buildings regardless of ownership or hab- 
itation and consists in the fact that it in- 
cludes not only those who set fire to and 
burn certain buildings, but also embraces 
those who cause to be burned or who aid, 
counsel or proctfre the burning of these 
buildings. 


With such a large part of the annual 


fire loss in this country being caused by 
incendiary it is time severe measures were 
taken, and if the model arson law will ac- 
complish the purpose it should be adopt- 
ed by even-one of the 48 states without 
delav. 


A NEW ARCHITECTURE 


Architecture is still another profession 


that is going to be profoundly influenced 
by the great development of aviation that 
now impends. An illustration of this fact 
is the design prepared by Frank E. Mc- 
Millan, superintendent of the division of 
postoffice -quarters and engineering for 
the proposed new Chicago postoffice, 
which contemplates a great flat roof, 320 
feet wide and 800 feet long. 


Evolution in the styles of architecture 


follows well defined trends, as does natur- 
al evolution in other lines, and is usually 
as slow in following the improved needs 
of a growing intelligence. In America, 
however, this process has been consider- 
ably speeded up. We are less than 300 
years old architecturally and in this brief 
time we have progressed from the log 
cabin to modern monumental construc- 
tion. It is not surprising, therefore, to 
find architecture showing some influence 
of the demands that the development of 
aviation may bring to bear. 


The roof of the Chicago postoffice will 


be used, it is planned, as an air mail ter- 
minal, making possible much quicker ser- 
vice than is now possible where the mail 
must be taken to the flying fields by 
trucks. Thus the roof will be a practical 
aid to aviation without lessening its use- 
fulness as a roof. 


Another point where aviation will have 


some weight in changing architectural 
styles will be.in the type of buildings to 
be erected in the cities of the fu- 
ture. 
More and more there will be 


a tendency toward squat, lev.-, broad 
buildings, not only to 
supply land- 


ing spaces but to avoid those lofty 
projections into space which make flying 
over cities dangerous. After ten years of 
intensive aviation developments v.-c may 
not recognize our own America.

PKEVKXTION OK IVY POISONING 


Poison ivy has three leaves on a stem, the leave; 


appear waxv or Milnv underneath. 
Two of the 


leaves arc short stalked, but the middle l«u' Is long 
stalked. 
Mn*>v» uersons mistake woodbine for pol 


son ivy. Woodbine, however, has five leaves on a 
stem. The berries of poison ivy are giceni-sh :it 
first and later turn yellowish or ivory, whereas the 
berried of woodbine arc blue. As both of these vines 
often follow fences or trail over the cround of nepr 
lectcd places or climb over other hushes or trees. 
It is well to remember thc.se distinguishing: features. 
ivy havinir three letters and three leaves, shiny un- 
derneath. 
V 


The t>oi«on may be carried in the fumes or s>inoUe 


from burning: ivy. A .susceptible person may be poi 
soiled by passinc near the growing plant, particular- 
ly late in the summer when the plant is pollinating. 
Ordinarily actual contact is necessary to produce 
the characteristic skin inflammation. 
f 


Tl»e best treatment is applied before you "ct poi- 


soned. 
If you know you are soiii? to be expo'-c'l. 


apply to the exposed surfaces of skin ordinary s-o:ii> 
lather and fet it dry on. Then repeatedly wash the 
exposed surfaces with soapy water immediately" af- 
ter 
exposuie. 
Wear rubber gloves if you inu^t 


handle poison ivy. Wash the gloves as carefully as 
you wash your hands, with several fresh rinsings 
of soapv water. Always take pains to keep the wash 
water from further contact with normal skin, as 
it contains the noison and may produce inflamma- 
tion of the skin. Where contact wita ivy is neces- 
sarily prolonged the exposed skin may be annotated 
with cup grease or petrolatum or any kind of grease 
or oil. instead of soaw lather which does not icniain 
long, and the grease as carefully washed away when 
the necessary work is finished, for it. too. contains 
the irritant principle. Likewise clothing; that has 
come in contact with the ivy or with the washings 
or dressings or exudate from the inflamed or blis- 
tered skin, must be carefully washed or burned to 
prevent further poisoning. 


Persons who arc very susceptible to ivy poisoning 


may acquire a sufficient degree of immunity to pro- 
ect them through a season by taking inteinaily. 
•>arly in the season or before the season, minute 
lomeopathic doses 
of tincture of poison ivy leaf 


rhus tox) and daily increasing1 the dose. A foimula 
or such phophylactic is not necessary if one can 
btain a srood homeopathic tincture rhus tox—take 
ne drop in a jrlassful of water after each meal 
he'first day, two drops the second day. and so on. 
hree doses daily until you reach a dose of thirty 
rops. then continue for two weeks taking: one daily 
ose of thirty drops, and then once a week a single 
ose of thirty drops, always in a glassful of water, 
hroughout the season. These doses, remember.vqre 
or the 
homeopathic t'ncture. not for a regular 


incture. If a srood homeopathic tincture from a re- 
iable homeopathic pharmacy is not available, this 
ormula may be used for the immunization course: 


Tincture (10 per cent strength) rhus toxicoden- 
ron. 15 drops. 
Glycerin, 2 drams. 
Syrup of orange, enough to make three ounces. 
Take one drop of this in a glassful of water af- 


er each meal, and increase by one drop each 
uccesive dose until you take 21 drops in a dose, 
hereafter take one teasooonful in a glassful of wa- 
er after eatins but only once daily throughout the 
eason. 
This immunization process is not absolutely pro- 


ective in all cases .but it certainly protects in many 
:ases.

GOOD BUT DUMB 


In his book, "The Moral Obligation 


to Be Intelligent." John Ersklne, he 
ivho wrote "The Private Life of Hel- 
sn of Troy" and "Galahad, Enough 
of His Life to Explain His Reputa- 
;ion," traces all through English and 
American literature the assumption 
that unintelligence and goodness are 
synonymous and cleverness and bad- 
ness. 


Charles Kingsley summed it all up 


n the -very famous line that' has been 
quoted millions of times, "Be good, 
:weet maid, and let -who will^>e clev- 
er." As if the sweet maid could not 
be both clever and good. That is ob- 
riously the implication, all the more 
iignificant because it is not argued 
about, merely taken 'for granted. It 
•epresents an Angle-Saxon point of 
view as opposed to a Latin viewpoint, 
such as may be found ii\ French lit- 
erature, Erskine shows. 
In Shakespeare the highly intelligent 
characters are almost always villains 
or tragic victims. Erskine points out. 
Richard and La go and Edmund and a 
number of others are highly intelli- 
gent but apparently the 
poet, 
un-' 


consciously 
yielding 
to the 
Angl- 


Saxon idea that there is war between 
intelligence and goodness, almost in- 
•ariably makes them villains. There 
are some exceptions in Shakespeare 
but there arc enough 
examples 
to 


give a good deal of force to Erskinc's 
argument. 


In J5 ill on the 
idea is very pro- 


nounced. The devil is by far, the most 
ntelligent 
character 
in "Paradise 


Lost." It is a commonplace to say 
that, relatively speaking. Milton fail- 
ed in portraying God. The figure of 
God seems colorless and faded by the 
side of the highly intelligent rebel \vho 
is called &atnn. The unconscious result 
of the feeling bred in the bone 
of 


the Englishman that intelligence and 
goodness arc^ppposed to one another. 


In many of the English novels, the 


great ones, the heroes arc rcpijescnt- 
ed as in the end marrying not the 
intelligent but the "good'.' girl. David 
Copperfieid even docs it twice. First 
ho marries Dora, who is about as 
"dumb" as a genius could make her 
and the marriage comes to grief; then 
in a second-venture he marries .Agnes 
also characterized by goodness rather 
than intelligence. "But his prospects 
for happiness.' comments Erskine, "to 
the eyes of intelligence, do not look 
very exhilarating." The assumption is 
that "they lived happily ever after" 
because she was good. Genuine facti* 


show that marriages 
are -wrecked 


quite as often on the .rocks of lack of 
ntelligence as on those of lack of 
joodness. But the English and Amer- 
icans have agreed to the convention 
that goodness is enough. 


In "Vanity Fair" the intelligent wo- 


man, the one who makes the 
book, 


Becky Sharp, is the wicked one, while 
Amelia is good but dumb. Mr. Erskine 
ventures to believe that Socrates, the 
outstanding Greek type of the apostles 
of intelligence, would not have admir- 
ed 'Mr. Pickwick, or the 
Vicar 
of 


Wakefield, or David Copperfield, or 
Arthur Pendennis, and that he would 
not felt admiration or pity for Colonel 
Newcotne. And he points out that 
Balzac or other Frenchmen in the 
same class as the_ great Victorians in 
England would not have seen 
any- 


thing incongrueus in putting intel-

Railroad Signals Have 


Many Hidden Meanings 


If—you happen to t>cc a railroad 


switchman with his hunds bcsldo his 
head and wagging them In the fash- 
ion of a person Imitating a donkey's 
cars, he Isn't crazy, he's Just signalling 
that his crew Is switching stock cars 
or that they arc coming olt"tho line 
with a stock train. And this. Inciden- 
tally. Is one signal that .switchmen In 
tho yards around Appleton and the 
junction claim Is not used by any oth- 
er switch crews on the road. 


But there Is also the serious side to 


railroading and In this case there art 
standard signals' which arc followed 
closely by all trainmen 
because life 


and the care of property are depen- 
dent upon their correct interpretation. 
The most common of tlie whistle sig- 
nals is the one- used as the"train ap- 
proaches a crossing and which is two 
long and two short blasts to be sound- 
ed at the signal post, several train 
lengths from the crossing. A new mi- 
Ids: has been made recently to the ef- 
fect that a second warning must be 
blown as the 
train 
approaches the 


crossing, the last blast of the whistle 
to be sounded as the locomotive cross- 
es the highway. 


Other whistle 
signals 
familiar to 


most people are one long blast which 
signifies that the train is approaching 
a station: one short blast which mcan<* 
"set brakes" and two short 
blasts
